$25,000. This figure is given 
on the assumption that rights- 
of-way could be obtained from 
the San Bernardino county 
flood control district. If the 
route could be slightly changed 
to avoid costly construction of 
bridges over flood control 
dikes, the outlay would be 
less, it is explained. 

Councilman Wm. Kistinger 
is chairman of the committee 
studying possible alternatives 
in providing an acceptable 
route for trucks serving the 
local rock producing industry. 
If the Campus route is eventu- 
ally approved, the aim would 
be to get the money from the 
rock company owners, truck 
users, the San Antonio Water 
Co. and the city. 

At 14th St., the proposed 
route would incline east to 
avoid residential areas aad to 
connect at Foothill Blvd. on 
the flood control diversion 
channel. 


Another. alternative is for 


the Santa Fe to change its 


route of the freight spur irad- 
ing to 19th St. with a new 
truck roadway to be adjacent 
to the freight right-of-way. 

Mr. Kistinger indicated that 
it would ‘‘take time to reaiize 
any change’. He said the 
councilmen are being kept ad- 
vised of all development and 
he expressed optimism in hav- 
ing something definite to re- 
port at an early date.
